Dear  Sir: 

The  GarcJner  Airport  was  in  operation  throughout  the  calendar 
year  I960  under  the  direction  of  irBinager  James  C,  Frenier»  During 
this  period  approximately  2$0  transient  aircraft  used  the  airport 
and  facilities*    More  than  200  hours  of  student  instruction  were 
given  and  $  new  pilots  made  their  first  solo  flights.    One  new 
private  pilot  license  was  obtained.    Approximately  iiOOO  takeoff s 
and  landings  were  acconq^lished  with  no  accidents  to  mar  the  perfect 
safety  record.    Eight  military  and  three  civilian  helicopters  used 
the  field  at  various  times.    Ten  private  aircraft  were  based  at 
the  field  during  the  year. 

A  new  taxiway  was  constructed  from  the  main  runway  to  the 
hangar  apron  using  funds  left  over  from  the  19ii7  runway  project 
account.    The  Tee  hangar  roof  was  braced  and  the  field  was  mowed 
once.    The  runway  was  plowed  clear  of  snow  within  2k  hours  after 
each  storm. 

Income  to  the  city  of  Gardner  from  the  airport  amounted  to 
$805. 55i  broken  down  as  follows:    Hangar  rents  $  757.50.  Telephone 
ToU  calls  $  I18.05. 


The  Airport  Commission  again  strongly  recommends  that  steps 
be  taken  by  the  city  to  make  possible  the  use  of  Federal  and  State 
funds  to  enlarge  the  runway  and  facilities  at  the  airport  because 
the  field  is  at  present  unable  to  accomodate  any  but  the  smallest 
types  of  aircraft.

Assessors  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1960. 

An  excise  was  levied  on  a  total  of  8,851  motor  vehicles  which 
included  cars,  trucks  and  trailers  with  a  valuation  of  $4,507,560;  Total 
tax  of  $241,423.30. 

Total  number  of  polls  assessed  to  male  residents  of  the  City 
for  the  entire  year  were  4,967.    In  addition  842  individuals  who  having 
reached  the  age  of  65  years  or  over  on  January  1,  1960  or  previous  had 
claimed  exemption  from  payment  of  poll  tax  under  Chapter  59,  Sec.  5,  GL  17A 
were  listed. 

Total  assessed  valuation  of  Real  Estate  was  $31,051,425.00; 
Personal  Valuation  $1,751,854.00;  combined  Real  &  Personal  valuation  for 
1960  totalled  $32,813,279.00. 

The  tax  rate  was  established  on  May  24,  1960  and  approved  by 
the  Commissioner  on  May  24,  1960  at  $57.50  per  thousand  of  valuation, 
this  being  an  increase  of  $7.50  from  the  previous  year's  rate. 

Taxes  levied  on  Real  and  Personal  valuation  at  the  above 
rate  was  in  the  amount  of  $1,886,199.28. 

Filed  with  the  Board  during  the  year  were  the  following; 
59  Form  of  Lists  or  True  Lists;  96  applications  for  abatement  for  over- 
valuation; 123  applications  for  exemption  from  Poll  Tax  by  members 
serving  in  the  Armed  Forces;  289  applications  for  Statutory  Exemption  on 
Real  Estate;  200  of  which  were  for  qualified  veterans.

The  following  Annual  Report  is  submitted  by  the  Cemetery  Commission: 

WILDWOOD  CEMCTERY 

Main  Entrance  Avenue  was  graded  and  filled  with  four  inches  of  "Cold 
Patch",  then  rolled  to  a  fine  smoothness  level,  improving  its  appearance 
by  eliminating  pot  holes.     Evergreens  were  planted  on  lawn's  edge  next 
to  Main  Enctrance  building.     Several  roads  were  cold-patched  enhancing 
appearance  and  safety  of  these  drives.     Several  new  single  grave  lots 
were  added.     New,  large  faunily  lot  section  was  prepared  for  addition 
to  present  plots  -  after  completion  of  this  section.     This  area  will 
make  available  about  36O  new  graves.     This  area  is  laid  out  in  twelve 
grave  plots  which  can  be  broken  up  into  four  grave  lots.  Experience 
has  shown  us  that      grave  lots  ne  in  greatest  demand.     One  hundred 
and  forty-four  single  grave  lots  will  also  be  laid  out  in  this  same 
area. 

CRYSTAL  LAKE  CEMETERY 

Four  avenues  were  resurfaced,  and  with  black  top.     Chapel  building 
ceiling  was  lowered  to  help  conserve  heating  expenditures  and  improve 
working  conditions  for  laborers,  maintenemce  and  repair  workers.  A 
new  oil  space  heater  was  installed  in  this  building  for  constant  heat, 
facilitating  and  improving  working  conditions  in  this  building.  Flower- 
ing morning  glory  and  purple-blossom  walnut  shrubs  were  planted  aroun^ 
Chapel  Building  enhancing  the  appearance  of  this  structure.     Two  huge, 
but  diseased  trees  were  felled  and  cut  up  for  fuel  to  supply  heat 
during  the  cold  season.     Ten  oak-trees  were  trimmed,  removing  large 
limbs  that  hung  over  drives  endangering  pedestrians  and  motorists, 

GREEN  BOWER  CEMETERY 

Three  drives  and  avenues  were  resurfaced  with  black  top.  Several 
areas  were  fertilized  and  seeaed.     Broken  limbs  were  removed  from  trees 
over-hanging  avenues.     This  procedure  also  followed  with  dead  limbs. 

OLD  CEMETERY 

Several  old  and  rotting  trees  were  removed.     Six  broken  head- 
stones and  monuments  were  repaired.     One  hundred  square  feet  of  mossy 
growth  was  removed  and  area  loamed,  fertilized  and  seeded. 

Flowers  were  planted  at  all  Veterans  Monuments  for  Memorial  Day, 
blooming  throughout  the  spring,  summer  and  early  fall.

Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Gardner  Commission  to  Promote 
Business  and  Industry. 

Gardner's  Commission  to  Promote  Business  and  Industry  had  its  most  active 
year  in  i960.      In  February,   with  funds  provided  by  the  Mayor  and  the  City 
Council,   the  Commission  was  able  to  hire  its  first  full-time  Executive  Director. 
Charles  Asher  was  appointed  to  the  post,  and  offices  of  the  Commission  were  set 
up  in  the  Gardner  Trust  Company  building  in  space  previously  used  by  the 
privately  operated  Industrial  Foundation. 

Through  efforts  of  the  Commission's  Advertising  Committee,   a  series  of  six 
full  page  advertisements  were  placed  in  "Furniture  World"  one  of  the  nation's 
leading  furniture  publications.     The  advertisement  called  attention  to  "Gardner 
Furniture  Capital"  and  to  the  'brand  mark  of  integrity ..  .Made  in  Gardner,  a 
mark  of  unquestionable  excellence  in  fine  hardwood  furniture  for  more  than  a 
hundred  years'.     The  series  was  developed  primarily  to  bolster  the  city's 
dominant  furniture  industry.     Some  500  reprints  of  the  advertisement  were  also 
distributed. 

Other  promotional  plans  developed  included  the  mimeographing  and  printing 
of  brochures  for  sale  of  the  first  Industrial  Foundation  building.     The  Commission 
produced,   mimeographed,   assembled,   and  distributed  500,   43  page  "Survey  of 
Manufacturing  Facilities  and  Labor  of  Gardner". 

State  and  National  publicity  was  received  on  several  occasions  primarily 
through  the  sale  of  industrial  buildings.     "Industry"  magazine  devoted  a  3  page 
editorial  to  the  city.     "Furniture  World",   "Industrial  Development"  magazine.  The 
Fitchburg  Sentinel,  Worcester  Telegram,   Boston  Globe,   Boston  Herald,  Salem 
Evening  News,   Quincy  Patriot  Ledger,   LaLiberte,   and  Bankers  and  Tradesman's 
Journal,  gave  space  to  Commission  activities. 

The  Commission  assisted  the  Gardner  Industrial  Foundation  in  the  sale  of 
their  first  calculated  risk  industrial  building  at  the  new  Industrial  Park  to 
Harrington  and  Richardson  Arms  of  Worcester.     In  addition,  the  Commission  was 
directly  responsible  for  arranging  the  lease  for  the  Adolph   Jandris  building  at 
46l  West  Broadway  to  the  New  England  Fabricating  Company,  a  new  subsidiary  of 
Berwick  Fabricating  of  Berwick,  Pennsylvania,  manufacturers  of  Pure-Pack  Milk 
Cartons.     Production  of  their  product  is  now  underway  in  Gardner. 

The  Commission  arranged  for  the  sale  of  the  former  L.   B.   Ramsdell  building 
to  Cortland  Furniture  Company  of  New  York,   as  location  for  their  Comet  manu- 
facturing unit.     This  building  should  be  ready  for  occupancy  sometime  in   June  l96l. 

The  Commission  arranged  for  the  construction  and  lease  of  a  16,000  square 
foot  building  in  the  Industrial  Park,   entirely  through  outside  private  capital,  and 
at  no  cost  to  the  Foundation  or  the  City.     This  building  was  occupied  on  a  lease 
Purchase  agreement  by  the  Signet  Manufacturing  Company  of  Everett  for  use  by  its 
Wildman  Corporation,  for  the  manufacture  of  furniture.     Within  the  near  future  this 
firm  should  employ  35-50  people. 

A  certain  amount  of  negotiating  with  new  industry  has  been  carried  on  by 
the  Executive  Director,   with  little  publicity  and  in  some  cases  secrecy,   in  order 
to  protect  all  parties  involved.     Some  of  these  negotiations  have  not  been 
successful,  while  others  are  still  pending. 

An  example  of  negotiations  can  be  explained  in  at  least  one  case.  The 
Executive  Director  was  successful  in  attracting  a  delegation  from  the  Federal 
Aviation  Authority  to  Gardner  on  several  occasions  to  view  Gardner  for  a  pro- 
posed Air  Traffic  Control  Center,   since  located  in  Nashua,   New  Hampshire, 
because  of  its  proximity  to  the  present  site  at  Logan  Airport,  Boston.  However, 
work  was  carried  on  directly  with  Senators  Leverett  Saltonstalf  and  John  Kennedy, 
and  with  Congressman  Philip  Philbin,  and  Jessie  Wolcott,  head  af  the  Federal  Dep. 
Insurance  Corp.     While  this  attempt  to  have  the  Control  Center  locate  in  Gardner 
was  not  successful,  the  Commission  certainly  brought  some  of  the  attribute*  of  the 
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city  of  Gardner  to  the  attention  of  some  very  influential  people  in  Washington. 

The  Commission  also  assisted  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  Route  2  Highway 
Committee  to  bring  pressure  to  bear  on  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  avoid 
taking  of  Hatton  Printing  Company  property  for  the  widening  of  Emerald  Street, 
which  would  have  caused  the  loss  of  some  80  jobs  to  Gardner.     The  Commission 
also  worked  directly  with  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  provide  an  exit  off 
relocated  Pleasant  Street  for  the  New  England  Fabricating  Company  to  prevent 
its  relocation. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Commission  operated  during  the  year,  well 
within  its  budget.     $96.38  was  returned  from  office  expense;    $28.65  returned 
from  instate  travel.     Carried  over  -  $160.76  for  out  of  state  travel  and  $1,661.76 
for  space  advertising.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  INSPECTIONS 


January  1,  1961 


The  Fire  Department  answered  441  calls  for  emergency  service 
during  I960.    This  is  an  increase  of  20  calls  over  the  year  1959. 
This  Department  made  3,930  inspections  which  is  183  more  inspec- 
tions than  were  made  in  1959. 


The  purchase  of  three  fire  trucks  is  urgently  needed  to  re- 
place the  following  vehicles  in  service. 


It  is  important  that  purchase  of  this  equipment  be  acted  on 
now.    Next  year  (1962)  five  out  of  the  six  in  service  fire  trucks 
will  be  over  20  years  old,  the  required  maximum  age  limit  of  fire 
trucks  set  by  the  New  England  Fire  Insurance  Rating  Association. 
This  Department  should  have  one  fire  truck  at  least  which  drives 
on  all  four  wheels  to  overcome  the  hills  and  rural  roads  during 
severe  winter  conditions. 


The  Fire  Insurance  Rating  Association  states  that  the  Gardner 
Fire  Department  is  under  manned  and  that  steps  should  be  taken  im- 
mediately to  increase  the  number  of  permanent  men.  Seven  more  men 
are  required  to  meet  the  minimum  standards.  This  was  brought  out 
and  previously  recommended  as  a  result  of  a  survey  by  engineers  of 
the  Rating  Association, 


Extensive  repairs  are  needed  in  all  three  buildings  of  the 
Department.    The  central  station  which  is  81  years  old  has  become 
expensive  to  maintain  and  heat  properly.    The  congested  traffic  at 
the  central  station  makes  it  impossible  at  times  to  get  apparatus 
out  of  the  station.    Again  I  recommend  a  relocation  and  construction 
of  a  new  station  be  planned  this  year.

The  hurricane  "Donna"  caused  some  damage  to  the  trees  in  the  city  and 
on  Travers  St.  a  tree  fell  on  a  car.     The  department  spent  three  days  pick- 
ing up  fallen  limbs  in  all  parts  of  the  city  after  the  storm.

Report,  The  Authority  meets  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  every  month  at  the  office  of 
the  Authority  located  at  Room  15,  Gardner  Trust  B\iilding,  Gardner,  Mass, 

The  Authoriigr  control  and  maintain  the  Gardner  Housing  Project  at  Waterford 
Street  and  at  Forrest  Park,    There  are  a  total  of  6?  units  -26  units  at 
Waterford  Street  and  Ul  units  at  Forrest  Park,    They  are  both  strictly  a 
Veterans'  Project  and  could  not  operate  without  the  State  Subsidy, 

This  past  year  the  Authority  foxmd  a  very  serious  condensation  condition  at 
both  projects.    It  was  just  impossible  to  stop  paint  peeling.    To  rectify  this 
condition  they  installed  V-Vent  boards  on  all  the  clapboard  houses.    This  should 
correct  the  peeling  of  the  paint. 

Our  Authority  has  an  application  on  file  for  Housing  for  the  Elderly,    We  would 
like  to  build  75  units  if  we  could  find  suitable  land. 

The  amount  of  subsidy  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Mass,  on  Project  200-2  was  $12,850, 
The  amount  of  subsidy  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Mass,  on  Project  200-3  was  $  9,100,

Considerable  work  was  done  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  course. 
Brush  was  cleared  on  the  edges  of  the  fairways  and  one  hundred  and  fifty 
pine  trees  were  planted.     The  shop  and  garage  were  painted  by  the  main- 
tenance crew  of  the  Golf  Course. 


During  the  year  there  were  two  special  appropriations.    The  first 
was  $1,21+5.00  for  a  new  boiler  installed  in  the  house  and  the  other  for 
$3,778.00  to  repair  and  paint  the  house.    This  is  the  first  work  to  be 
done  in  over  twenty  years  at  the  course. 

New  holes  construction: 

One  hole  is  completed  and  ready  for  play  and  four  others  are  under 
construction.     Because  of  the  snow  storms  in  December,  the  two  holes 
near  the  Old  Kendall  Ice  House  could  not  be  completely  cleared  of  trees 
and  brush. 

During  the  past  year  the  Golf  Course  Commission  was  granted  the  use 
of  the  west  side  of  Green  Street  by  the  Public  Works  Board  for  the  con- 
struction of  additional  holes  in  order  to  complete  an  eighteen  hole  course. 
It  is  the  hope  of  the  Commission,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Mayor  and 
the  City  Council,  that  in  the  near  future  we  may  complete  an  eighteen  hole 
course. 

As  usual  we  permitted  all  members  of  the  Armed  Services  to  play  free, 
as  well  as  the  Clergy  and  the  members  of  the  High  School  Golf  Team.  We 
would  also  like  to  thank  the  members  for  their  wonderful  cooperation  during 
the  season. 

In  concluding,  the  Commission  wishes  to  thank  zhe  Mayor,  City  Council 
and  all  City  Departments  for  their  cooperation  during  the  year.    Many  thanK: 
to  Therese  Canu  for  her  faithful  service.

The  Outdoor  Pool  was  opened  on  June  29th  for  the  Summer  season  and  closed  on 
August  31st. 

Junior  and  Senior  Life  Saving  Courses  and  swimming  instructions  for  all  fifth 
grades  in  the  City  were  given  during  the  year.    Four  Gardner  High  School  meets 
were  held  dviring  the  year  as  well  as  three  A»A»A.U,  meets,  two  of  which  were 
indoor  meets  and  the  other  a  two-day  National  meet  outdoors  in  July  with  over  250 
entries  coming  from  the  New  England  States,  Pennsylvania,  Virginia  and  Canada. 

Among  the  major  Inprovements  made  during  the  year  were  the  following: 

Two  large  Modine  heaters  were  installed  over  the  pool  permitting 
the  removal  of  all  radiators  from  the  balcony,  with  walls  in  that  area  being 
repainted. 

Cement  blocks  installed  in  the  outdoor  pool  making  attractive 
starting  blocks  for  50-meter  racing  lanes. 

Installation  of  a  large  stainless  steel  and  a  small  fibreglass 
chutes  in  the  outside  pool. 

The  walls  in  the  boys'  room  were  recovered  with  tile,  the  floor 
was  tiled  and  a  Modine  heater  installed,  eliminating  two  old  radiators. 

A  new  aluminum  and  glass  front  door  was  installed. 

A  new  pump  was  acqiored  for  draining  the  outdoor  pool. 

The  shrubs  around  the  outside  pool  were  removed,  the  terrain 
graded  and  grass  planted. 

Hot  water  hose  to  wash  down  the  indoor  pool  area  every  night  was 

purchased. 

Three  combination  windows  were  installed  in  the  upper  hall. 

The  lobby,  girls'  rocia  and  boys*  room  were  all  repainted. 

Receipts  for  the  year  were  $6,202.1iO  as  compared  with  $6,076.95  in  the  preceding 
year  and  were  all  turned  over  to  the  City  Treasurer.

The  Board  of  Health  of  Gardner,  herewith  submits  its  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1960. 

Mantoux  tuberculosis  tests  were  administered  to  all  children  from  the  first 
grade  through  high  school  and  the  school  personnel  received  chest  x-rays. 
There  were  218  persons  x-rayed  following  the  Mantoux  tests.     Polio  Clinic 
was  held  for  the  first  two  grades  in  the  public  and  parochial  schools. 

The  Board  is  grateful  to  the  doctors,  nurses  and  volunteers  who  gave  their 
services  to  the  school  clinics.

REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTOR  OF  ANIMALS,  SLAUGHTERING 
AND  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 

I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Inspector  of  Animals,  Slaughtering 
andSanitary  Inspector  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1960. 

As  Inspector  of  Animals,  26  cases  of  dog-bites  reported  to  the  Board  of 
Health,  were  investigated  and  all  dogs  involved  were  examined  and 
quarantined  for  14  days.     No  clinical  evidence  of  rabies  were  observed 
and  all  dogs  were  released  at  the  end  of  the  quarantine  period. 

A  total  of  21  premises  were  inspected  with  the  the  following  livestock: 
276  Bovine  animals,  37  horses,  3  swine  and  6  sheep. 

Slaughtering  inspections  done  were:     2  cows,  3  Swine  and  2  Veal  calves. 

Periodic  inspections  for  sanitary  conditions  and  compliance  with  State 
Department  of  Public  Health  regulations  were  made  of  establishments  in 
the  city  dispensing  food  and  drink  to  be  consumed  on  the  premises.

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REPORT  OP  THE  TRUSTEES

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Council  of  the  City 
of  Gardner 

The  Trustees  of  the  Levi  Heywood  Memorial  Library  Assoc- 
iation make  this  annual  report  to  you  for  the  year  I960. 

The  report  of  the  Librarian,  Barbara  M.  Heslam,  to  the 
Trustees  is  made  part  of  this  report  and  incorporated  herein 
by  reference. 

During  the  year  overall  use  of  the  Library  by  the  residents 
of  Gardner  continued  to  increase  with  the  number  of  borrowers 
cards  in  use  rising  sharply  from  4,578  at  the  end  of  1959  to 
6,915  at  the  end  of  I960. 

Circulation,  however,  declined  from  115,960  to  114,461  with 
decreases  experienced  at  the  Center,  West  Branch  and  South  Branch 
Libraries  more  than  offsetting  the  increase  at  the  School  Lib- 
raries.    Prompt  action  should  be  taken  to  reverse  this  trend  which 
could  include  improving  the  Library's  facilities  and  enlarging 
as  well  as  improving  its  services.     An  important  ingredient  in 
the  latter  might  well  be  recognition  of  the  importance  of  a  more 
realistic  and  equitable  pay  scale  for  the  Library  staff. 

Of  interest  is  the  fact  that  in  the  circulation  by  classes 
gains  were  shown  in  every  category  except  Religion,  Philology, 
Periodicals  and  Fiction.     It  would  accordingly,  appear  that  with 
the  exception  of  the  first  two  classes  mentioned  the  Library 
continues  to  fulfill  its  basic  purpose. 

Legislation  authorizing  State  Aid  to  Libraries  was  enacted 
during  the  year.     Our  City  should  be  alert  to  take  advantage  of 
this  opportunity  to  augment  the  Library's  finances.  Possibly 
some  part  or  all  of  the  funds  that  can  be  so  realized  might  be 
used  in  realigning  the  staff  pay  scale  the  need  for  which  was 
briefly  mentioned  earlier  in  this  report.

I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Librarian  for  the  year 

I960. 

As  Gardner  celebrated  the  175th  anniversary  of  founding  the 
town,  the  Levi  Heywood  Memorial  Lebrary  approached  the  75th  anni- 
versary of  opening  the  building  at  28  Pearl  Street  and  the  first 
free  library  service  to  the  residents  of  Gardner  on  February  4, 
1886. 

The  library  participated  in  the  city's  anniversary  obser- 
vance by  displaying  pictures  of  "Old  Gardner"  in  each  library. 
Pictures,  in  the  library  of  their  particular  locale,  attracted 
repeated  visits  of  many  people. 

A  float,  in  the  anniversary  parade  on  July  4th,  was  spon- 
sored by  members  of  the  Library  Association  and  built  by  Mr. 
Dean  Johnson.     Two  signs,  as  open  books,  backed  each  other.  Each 
book  bore  the  message  "Levi  Heywood  Memorial  Library,  Free  Lib- 
rary Service  Since  1886".     Later  one  sign  was  erected  on  the  lib- 
rary grounds  at  Pearl  Street  and  the  other  on  the  Connors  Street 
grounds. 

Library  Activities 

National  Library  week  was  observed  April  3rd  to  9th  with 
Mrs.  Robert  B.  Bryant  as  chairman.     The  popular  morning  Coffee 
Hour  Book  Review  featured  the  program  for  adults.     Poster  and 
Book  Review  contests  comprised  the  program  for  young  people. 
The  Gardner  Theater  Guild  members  conducted  story-hour  at  all 
three  libraries  that  week,  and  visited  each  library  every  third 
week  throughout  the  school  months. 

30  Public  school  classes  visited  the  library  at  the  time  of 
National  Library  Week.     Again  in  November,  47  classes  visited  the 
library  for  added  library  instruction. 

531  films  were  circulated,  an  increased  circulation  of  107 
over  the  year  1959. 

Two  Great  Books  Discussion  Groups  met  regularly  at  the  West 
Branch.     One  group  met  for  the  sixth  consecutive  year.     The  se- 
cond group  began  the  first  year  readings. 

Book  lists,  film  lists,  and  informal  library  notes  appeared 
regularly  in  the  Gardner  News.     Spot  announcements  were  broad- 
cast on  Radio  Station  WGAW. 

The  McNaughton  Library  Service  of  renting  current  popular 
books,  processed  and  ready  for  the  shelves  on  delivery,  was  sub- 
scribed to  for  a  year's  trial.     The  service  aims  to  supply  pop- 
ular best  seller  demands  without  overloading  shelves  at  a  later 
date. 

Library  Gifts 

Mrs.  Charles  E.  Thompson  gave  several  fine  books  and  the 
bell  used  in  the  little  red  school  at  Knights  corner  and  Smith 
Street. 
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Library  Association  Activities 

The  Museum  Committee  and  Trustees  organized  and  listed 
the  contents  of  the  museum. 

A  committee  presented  proposals  for  activating  the  Assoc- 
iation. 

Members  planned  and  sponsored  the  anniversary  float. 
The  Building  Committee  studied  the  possibilities  for  develop 
ing  the  Center  library  basement. 

Library  Development 

Federal  aid  to  public  libraries  was  enacted  in  1956.  This 
strenghtened  state  agencies  and  extended  library  service  to  peo- 
ple in  rural  areas. 

State  Aid  to  public  libraries  was  enacted  in  I960.  The 
first  section  of  the  state  law  granted  money,  on  a  per  capita 
basis,  to  cities  and  towns  for  the  purpose  of  encouraging  lib- 
rary development.     The  second  section  listed  standards  required 
of  libraries  receiving  the  grant.     The  third  section  provided 
for  the  establishment  of  five  regional  library  systems  in  Massa- 
chusetts to  supplement  services  of  local  public  libraries. 

With  the  recognizition  of  the  importance  of  public  libraries  to- 
day, attaining  our  own  library  goals,  now,  becomes  vital. 

Buildings  and  grounds  at  the  Center  and  West  Branch  should 
be  developed  for  full  library  use. 

West  Branch  should  be  open  all  day  for  the  use  of  films, 
business  and  reference  books. 

Records,  record  players,  films,  film  projector  and  slides 
should  be  part  of  our  library  equipment. 

The  Gardner  News  should  be  microfilmed 

Library  services  should  be  increased  and  extended 

Personnel  should  have  serious  consideration 


Minimum  standards  recommend  one  staff  member  for  each 
2500  population  in  the  area  served. 
A  children's  librarian  is  urgently  needed 
A  cxassification  and  pay  plan,  recognizing  librarianship 
as  a  profession,  is  recommended  by  the  American  Library 
Association. 


Increased  emphasis  on  education  in  the  world  today  has  mul- 
tiplied demands  on  library  materials  and  library  personnel. 

The  public  library  is  now  the  unique  city  department,  the 
important  center  of  over-all  education  for  adults,  and  the  ne- 
cessary supplement  for  elementary,  high  school  and  college  stu- 
dents.    Only  as  the  library  is  recognized  and  supported,  is  it 
enabled  to  carry  its  full  responsibility  in  an  alert  and  progressive 
community. 

I  sincerely  thank  the  Staff,  Trustees,  and  many  library 
friends  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation  throughout  the 


year  I960.

PARKS; 

LAFAYETTE  SQUARE 

Several  areas  were  reloamed  and  reseeded,  in  all,  about  230 
square  feet.    Flowering  roses  were  planted  around  monument  and  flag 
pole  repainted. 

>      MONUMENT  PARK 

Flowering  purple  walnut  shrubs  were  plainted  around  flag  pole. 
Paths  were  edged  and  refilled  with  pea  gravel  and  rolled.    New  flowering 
annuals  were  added  to  our  flower  garden.    Reloeuning  and  reseeding  of 
3^0  square  feet  at  south-eastern  tip  of  park  was  csurried  out. 

DUNN  PARK 

A  new  rustic  log  fence  was  installed.    Parking  area  was  filled  with 
fine  crushed  stone  and  rolled.    A  flag  pole  was  put  up  and  area  auround 
this  pole  was  seeded,  flowers  were  put  in  within  flag  pole  circle.  Rest 
rooms  were  repaired  and  leakage  in  cess  tanks  was  located  and  repaired. 
A  new  hobby  horse  on  coiled  spring  was  installed  for  children.  Skating 
shelter  was  repaired  smd  repainted, 

PLAYGROUNDS; 

GREENWOOD 

Several  holes  and  depressions  in  grassed  portion  of  baseball 
diamond  were  filled  in,  loamed  and  seeded.    Some  sections  of  this  ssune 
area  were  fertilized,  resulting  in  a  finer  carpet  of  grass.  Baseball 
backstop  was  repaired.    One  large  decaying  and  diseased  elm  tree  was 
removed.    A  new  volleyball  court  was  laid  out.    Diamond  raised  six 
inches,  facilitating  drainage. 

PULASKI 

Baseball  diamond  raised  ten  inches  providing  better  drainage. 
Field  house  broken  windows  replaced,  and  repairs  made  and  window 
frames  repainted.    Playground  swing  standards  painted  in  attractive 
multiple  colors.    Fence  was  reset,  eind  bolstered,  and  strengthened. 
New  large  sand-box  was  erected  in  place  of  the  old  xmsafe  structure 
which  was  torn  down. 

BICKFORD 

Old  road  in  playground  was  loeuned  and  seeded  adding  to  overall 
dimensions  of  this  play  area.    New  drains  and  basin  installed  thereby 
eliminating  chronic  swampiness  in  swing  area  in  back  of  backstop. 
Entire  bare  area  in  front  of  swings  was  loamed,  graddd  and  seeded, 
this  area  about  1,000  square  feet.    New  volleyball  court  installed. 
Two  new  tennis  courts  were  also  installed  for  usage  in  I96I. 
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OVILA  CASE 

A  new  metal,  modern  baseball  backstop  was  erected,  also  1,200 
square  feet  of  brush  in  outfield  was  cleared  thereby  adding  appreciably 
to  total  play  area  of  the  baseball  diamond.     Swing  standards  repaired 
and  repainted  in  multiple  colors.    Baseball  diamond  raised  5)4  inches 
improving  drainage. 


Tennis  courts  bedded  and  recoated  and  rolled.    Swing  standards 
repaired  and  repainted  in  multiple  colors,  predomiably  red,  green, 
blue,  yellow  and  orange.    Sand  box  roof  repaired. 

STONE  FIELD  MAINTENANCE; 

Mowing  grass  and  trimming  of  High  School,  Elm  Street  School  and 
Junior  High  School.    Loamed  and  graded  and  seeded  500  square  feet  of 
football  field  -  fertilizer  and  lime  applied  also.    Hedges  and  ahruba 
trimmed.     Girls  hockey  play  areas  marked  out.    Track  field  surface 
was  resurfaced  and  rolled. 

RECOMMENDATIONS; 

More,  modern  play  equipment  at  all  playgrounds.    Larger  parking 
area  at  skating  shelter  and  concession  stand  at  Dunn  Park.  Tennis 
court  at  Dunn  Park.    Tennis  court  at  Pulaski  -  the  old  one  to  be 
reconstructed.    Continued  general  improvements  at  Wilder  Field. 
Present  modernization  program  of  all  Parks  &  Playgrounds  should 
%o  continued.

Street  and  Elm  Street. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  recommendations  that  the  Gardner  Planning 
Board  would  like  to  have  started  or  completed  during  the  year  I96I. 

1.  The  Zoning  Ordinance  be  adopted. 

2.  Retain  the  Heywood  farm  property  for  future  municipal  expansion. 

3.  The  three  homes  between  the  Police  Station  and  Knowlton  Streets 
be  purchased.     Widen  Pleasant  to  Knowlton  Street.     Raze  the 
three  buildings  and  make  a  large  free  public  parking  area  along 
with  the  Knowlton  Street  School  parking  area. 

h,     Knowlton  Street  to  be  widened  from  Pleasant  to  Nichols  Street. 

5.  A  municipal  garage  be  constructed  on  West  Broadway  to  house 
all  public  works  equipment. 

6.  The  Old  City  Hall  site  on  Central  Street  be  made  into  a  public 
parking  lot  and  the  diagonal  parking  be  eliminated  in  that  area. 

7.  Connors  Street  parking  lot  be  metered  for  three  hours. 

8.  Steps  be  taken  to  Insure  our  future  water  storage  and  supply. 

9.  Ice  skating  rinks  be  built  on  all  municipal  playgrounds  for 
the  winter. 

10.  A  survey  be  made  for  off  street  winter  coasting  areas. 

11.  The  regulations  pertaining  to  the  sub-division  of  land  and  the 
layout  of  public  ways  be  revised.     At  the  present  time  the  sub- 
divider  or  contractor  has  only  to  grade  and  gravel  a  road  in 
order  to  get  it  accepted  as  a  public  way.     The  regulations 
should  be  revised  to  compel  the  sub-divider  or  contractor  to 
Install  sewer  and  water  mains  and  drainage  before  the  street 
can  be  accepted  as  a  public  way. 

12.  That  parking  on  the  southerly  side  of  Parker  Street  from  Nichols 
to  Marquette  Streets  be  prohibited  during  the  winter  months  to 
eliminate  the  driving  hazards  due  to  slippery  roads. 
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13.     The  following  streets  be  made  one  way  for  the  winter  months: 

Nichols  Street  traffic  flowing  from  Baker  to  Parker  Street. 
Regan  Street  traffic  flowing  from  Parker  to  Baker  Street. 
Greenwood  Street  one  way  only  from  Baker  to  Parker  Street 
with  traffic  flowing  in  the  same  direction. 

Ih,     Present  Golf  Course  to  be  expanded  to  a  l8  hole  Golf  Course.

I  herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Plant  Pest  Department 
for  the  year  I96O. 

Three  Thousand,  Three  Hundred  gallons  of  6^  DDT  emulsion  was  sprayed 
as  well  as  Five  Hundred  gallons  of  maldane  to  stop  the  spreading  of  fungus 
diseases  and  the  control  of  sucking  and  chewing  insect  pests. 

All  roads  were  scouted  for  Dutch  Elm  Diseased  trees  and  over  ninety- 
five  samples  were  taken.    Sixty  samples  were  sent  to  the  University  of 
Massachusetts,  Shade  Tree  Laboratories  at  Amherst,  Massachusetts  for 
positive  tests.    Forty  samples  were  proven  positive.    The  Shade  Tree 
Laboratories  crew  also  spent  three  days  in  the  city  sampling  all  the  elm 
trees  for  diseases.    The  wet  weather  encouraged  the  growth  of  the  trees 
causing  the  disease  to  spread  faster  than  usual. 

Because  of  an  in;jury  incurred  while  on  the  job,  I  was  unable  to 
work  from  July  through  September.  During  that  period  I  was  replaced 
by  Walter  Janski,  a  tree-climber  in  the  department. 

A  monthly  report  was  sent  to  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources 
showing  the  expenditures  for  the  department  and  through  the  efforts  of 
the  County  Commissioners  the  city  was  reimbursed  the  sum  of  $856.71  by 
the  County  and  by  the  State  thirty-two  days  in  labor  and  assistance. 
The  Department  of  Natural  Resources  crew,  consisting  of  four  men  and 
one  superintendent  with  winch  truck  and  full  equipment,  was  estimated 
to  cost  $100.00  per  day.    This  making  the  City  reimbursement  in  labor 
and  assistance  worth  $3,200.00. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent  of  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Natural  Resources  for  the  assistance  he  and  the  department  gave  me 
in  the  removal  of  trees  in  the  city.

BUILDING 

Building  is  in  good  condition  except  for  one  room  and  hallway  which 
should  be  refinished.     Interior  of  building,  as  well  as  the  outside,  should 
be  repainted.    Garage  should  be  enlarged.    At  present  there  is  room  for  only 
two  of  the  four  vehicles  in  the  department. 

OFF  STREET  PARKING 
The  Connors  St.  and  Knowlton  St,  Parking  Lots  should  be  resurfaced  and 
then  painted.    West  St,  Parking  Lot  is  in  good  condition  but  should  be  re- 
painted this  year. 

TRAFFIC  LIGHTS 

Traffic  lights  should  be  installed  at  Main  &  Chestnut  Sts.    A  traffic 
Island  ought  to  be  constructed  at  the  intersection  of  Central  St,  &  Wood- 
land Ave.  and  another  one  at  the  intersection  of  Pearl  &  Lawrence  Sts. 

SCHOOL  AND  TRAFFIC  SAFETY 
We  have  intensified  our  School  Safety  program  in  all  the  schools  of 
Gardner  showing  Safety  films.  Safety  talks  by  Sgt,  Nadeau  and  members  of 
the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  plus  a  monthly  publication  of  "Safety  Spot 
News",     At  the  end  of  the  school  year  in  J\me  a  Safety  Rally  was  held  in 
the  City  Hall  Auditorium  with  over  one  thousand  children  in  attendance, 
A  number  of  prizes  were  awarded  for  the  best  Safety  Slogan  with  all  ex- 
penses paid  for  by  the  Gardner  Police  Relief  Association.     Sgt,  Nadeau 
has  been  assigned  to  School  Safety  duty  on  a  full  time  basis  instead  of 
part  time  as  in  the  past.     Since  he  is  now  on  full  time  Safety  duty  the 
City  should  purchase  a  small  compact  car  for  his  exclusive  use  in  order 
that  there  be  no  interruption  of  these  duties  because  of  vehicle  shortage. 
At  the  present  time  he  is  driving  one  of  the  cruisers.    This  leaves  the 
department  with  only  two  cruisers  for  general  police  duties  Instead  of 
three  which  we  had  the  past  five  years.  The  National  Safety  Council  has 
recommended  a  minimum  of  5  cruiser  cars  for  policing  the  City  of  Gardner, 

POLICE  TRAINING 

Two  patrolmen  were  sent  to  the  Massachusetts  Police  Officers  Train- 
ing School  in  Framingham  for  four  weeks  of  advanced  training.     I  hope  to 
send  two  officers  each  year  until  every  officer  has  had  an  opportunity  to 
attend  this  very  fine  school  conducted  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Police. 

COMMENTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 
There  are  seven  vacancies  in  the  Reserve  officer  grade.     I  recom- 
mend that  these  vacancies  be  filled  as  soon  as  the  men  are  available. 
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That  diagonal  parking  be  eliminated  on  Connors  St,  at  the  rear  of 
the  Post  Office  and  on  Central  St,  between  Chestnut  &  Elm  Sts,  as  a 
safety  measure, 

I  also  wouldi  like  to  recommend  again  the  appointment  of  ten  women 
to  act  as  School  Crossing  guards  thereby  increasing  the  protection  for 
the  school  children  of  Gardner.    Two  women  crossing  guards  would  be 
assigned  to  each  Ward  at  Intersections  not  covered  by  police  officers 
affording  much  greater  protection  to  school  children  in  all  sections  of 
the  City. 

I  am  also  recommending  the  eliminating  of  the  small  Island  at  the 
Intersection  of  Park  &  Central  Sts,     It  would  then  be  possible  to  widen 
the  road  on  both  these  streets  and  alleviate  congestion  at  this  point 
especially  in  the  winter, 

SALARIES  AND  PERSONTIEL 
It  is  recognized  that  the  lack  of  any  degree  of  uniformity  in  com- 
pensation continues  to  handicap  the  recruiting  of  competent  personnel 
for  our  law  enforcement  agency.     The  work  and  sacrifice  it  entails  have 
brought  death  and  injury  to  covmtless  police  officers  in  every  section 
of  otjr  nation,  which  sacrifice  is  borne  in  greater  degree  by  the  members 
of  their  families  who  willingly  join  in  this  labor  of  honor  and  thus  con 
tribute  to  the  well  being  and  security  of  otir  community.    Therefore  I 
earnestly  propose  that  a  minimum  wage  of  $5^00,00  be  established  for  the 
rank  of  patrolman  and  that  other,  ranks  be  adjusted  accordingly  to  be  con 
sldered  as  reasonable  under  existing  circumstances. 

In  conclusion  I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Mayor,  City 
Council,  School  Officials  and  Court  Personnel  for  their  cooperation  dur- 
ing the  past  year.

At  the  present  time  we  do  not  have  enough  room  to  properly  store  our 
equipment. 

The  Two-Way  Radio  System  is  working  out  very  well  in  the  Highway  Department.      It  is 
hoped  that  more  units  will  be  added  in  the  near  future  which  will  speed  up  the  dis- 
patching of  trucks  and  equipment  especially,  during  an  emergency,  in  snow  and  ice 
storms.

I  present  herewith  the  fifty-eighth  annual  report  of  the 
Water  Registrar  for  the  year  i960. 

The  Crystal  Lake  Pumping  Station  pumped  555,353,000  gallons 
of  water  to  the  mains  in  I96O. 

The  Auxiliary  Pumping  Station  was  operated  for  a  period  of 
5  months  in  196O  and  a  total  of  254,904,000  gallons  were  pumped 
into  Crystal  Lake  to  maintain  an  adequate  supply. 

It  is  respectfully  requested  that  the  following  recommend- 
ations be  considered. 


1.  Replacement  of  the  present  electrical  pump  with  a  dlesel 
unit  at  the  Auxiliary  Station. 

2.  A  program  to  begin  replacing  old  water  mains.    This  was 

a  normal  procedure  in  prior  years  but  has  been  dlcontlnued 
since  1941. 


3.  The  installation  of  a  larger  water  main  to  serve  South 
Gardner  district. 

4.  A  complete  revaluation  of  the  financial  and  physical 
foundation  of  the  department. 

In  i960,  it  was  necessary  for  the  Water  Department  of  hire 
Whitman  &  Howard  for  engineering    purposes.     Plans  were  drawn 
for  the  installation  of  water  service  at  Crescent  and  Fairlawn 
Avenue  and  to  replace  the  6"  water  main  service  from  Conant  Street 
to  the  Industrial  Park  with  a  12"  main.    The  contract  for  the 
Crescent  and  Fairlawn  project  was  awarded  to  C.  DlFfertino  &  Sons 
of  Hyde  Park,  Massachusetts.    The  contract,  in  the  amount  of 
$52,940.00,  to  lay  the  12"  main  to  the  Industrial  Park  was  awarded 
to  Carl  Lindstrom  of  Holden,  Massachusetts.

Ovlc  Director  of  Currlculian,  Miss  Cora  M.  Leamyj  submitted  a  very- 
detailed  38-page  report  for  I960.    Due  to  lack  of  space  it  will  be 
possible  to  present  here  only  some  of  the  highlights. 

1.  C\irriculum  Revision.    Miss  Leamy  reported  that  the  most  significant 
achievements  of  her  department  have  resulted  from  continuous 
efforts  d\aring  the  past  twelve  years  to  strengthen  and  improve  the 
instructional  program  in  all  areas  of  the  curriculum  and  at  all 
grade  levels.     She  said:   "With  the  completion  of  a  spelling  guide, 
which  we  hope  to  begin  working  on  in  September,  we  shall  have  com- 
pletely revised  the  curriculum  in  the  elementary  and  junior  high 
school  grades. " 

2.  Federal  Funds.     During  196O  the  following  sums  of  money  were  made 
available  mder  the  National  Defense  Education  Act  of  1958  —  the 
City  of  Gardner  providing  one  half,  on  a  dollar  for  dollar  matching 
basis:  (a)  $5^076.33  for  science  materials  and  equipment  and 

(b)  $1,371.36  for  the  improvement  of  French  instruction  in  the 
grades. 

3.  First  Grade  Program.    Through  a  series  of  meetings  held  in  the 
four  elementary  schools  of  the  city  early  in  November  parents  of 
first  grade  pupils  had  an  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with 
the  educational  program  in  which  their  children  are  participating. 
Demonstration  lessons  were  provided  and  questions  were  answered. 
These  sessions  proved  to  be  very  worthwhile. 

4.  Fundamentals .  Miss  Leamy  stated:  "The  three  r's  have  always  been 
stressed  in  the  Gardner  schools.    The  only  difference  today  is 
that  they  are  taught  by  improved  methods  based  on  very  careful 
research. " 

5.  Manuscript  Writing.  In  1959  manuscript  writing  was  introduced  in 
the  first  grades  on  an  experimental  basis.    After  evaluating  this 
innovation  in  the  spring  of  i960,  all  first  grade  teachers 
enthusiastically  reported  that  the  results  had  far  exceeded  their 
expectations.     In  grade  two,  pupils  continued  to  use  the  manu- 
script writing  in  their  informal  class  work  but  were  introduced  to 
cxirsive  writing  in  the  formal  writing  period.    During  the  second 
semester  these  second  grade  pupils  will  gradually  begin  to  use 
cvirsive  writing  in  all  their  work  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  second 
grade  they  will  be  using  ciirsive  writing  exclusively.     If  the 
trajisition  from  manuscript  writing  to  cursive  writing  proves  to  be 
a  smooth  one,  then  the  use  of  manuscript  writing  in  grades  one  and 
two  will  be  recommended  for  permanent  adoption. 

6.  Objectives .  One  of  our  major  objectives  is  to  develop  intelligent, 
self-directing  individuals.    To  accomplish  this.  Miss  Leamy  says, 
"our    children  learn  how  to  think  clearly  and  critically,  and  to 
express  their  thoughts  effectively  and  well." 

7.  Program  for  the  Gifted.    Opportmitles  for  the  more  able  pupils 
to  do  advanced  work  begins  in  the  regular  classroom.  Teachers  are 
provided  a  variety  of  supplementary  materials  from  which  to  select 
those  which  stimulate  and  challenge  the  above  average  pupils  in 
their  classes.    Teachers  encourage  the  more  able  pupils  to  broaden 
their  reading  habits,  to  study  more  advanced  and  difficult 
materials,  and  to  master  more  difficult  concepts.    These  pupils 
are  also  encouraged  to  prepare  special  projects  for  special  pur- 
poses.   The  homogeneous  grouping  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades 
offers  a  highly  accelerated  program  for  the  top  groups,  who  are 
challenged  to  the  fullest.    Top  groups  in  both  of  these  grades 
participated  in  an  extended  program  of  English,  Science  and 
Mathematics. 

8.  Quality  Instruction.    Much  is  being  written  today  on  improving 
the  qtiality  of  our  instructional  program.    The  best  way  to  accom- 
plish this  end  is  to  improve  the  effectiveness  of  the  teachers 
themselves.    In  Gardner  this  is  accomplished  by  offering  a  con- 
tinuous, dynamic  in-service  program,  in  addition  to  selecting 
for  our  staff  only  the  very  best  teachers.

ANNUAL  REPORT  —  I960 


9.  Resource  Materials.  Gardner  teachers  are  very  fortunate  to  have 
available  for  their  use  the  best  instructional  materials  These 
latter  are  distributed  through  the  Instructional  Materials  Center  - 
which  continues  to  be  the  pulse  of  our  school  system.    This  center 
houses  and  distributes  professional  books  and  magazines,  supple- 
mentary reference  materials,  and  most  of  the  known  audio-visual 
materials  and  equipment.     Just  to  single  out  one  item,  it  can  be 
reported  that  421  different  films  were  available  to  teachers  in 
i960. 

10.  Special  Classes.     In  September  a  special  class  for  the  educable 
mentally  retarded  was  opened  for  junior  high  school  pupils.  This 
class,  together  with  the  two  special  classes  at  Coleman  Street 
School,  are  filling  a  great  need. 

11.  Television.    This  year  Gardner  continued  to  participate  in  the 
educational  television  program,  called  the    21"  Classroom,  over 
Channel  2.    These  programs  are  used  solely  for  enrichment  purposes 
and  to  supplement  the  regular  curriculum.  They  are  not  intended  to 
replace  basic  instruction.    The  Parlons  Prancais  program,  intro- 
duced in  grade  four  last  year,  is  being  continued  in  grade  five 
with  the  same  groups  of  pupils,  while  the  present  fourth  graders 
are  having  their  first  experience  with  spoken  French. 

12.  Looking  Ahead.  "Many  challenges  lie  aJiead  in  the  coming  school 
year  or  1951-1962.     If  our  program  is  to  move  forward,  we  need 
the  cooperative  efforts  of  our  entire  school  personnel.    Then  and 
then  only  will  our  Gardner  school  system  continue  to  move  forward  -- 
not  only  in  the  coming  year,  but  in  all  future  years.      We  must 
continue  to  give  emphasis  to  the  curriculum  and  its  activation, 

for  these  two  elements  constitute  education.    Our  objectives  are 
both  immediate  and  far-reaching.    Always  adjustments  are  made  to 
fit  the  need  as  generated  through  an  everchanging  world.  Through 
It  all  ovir  philosophy  determines  that  our  efforts  shall  be  in  the 
direction  of  a  basic  education  designed  to  help  our  young  people 
prepare  for  continued  study  and  assumption  of  life's  responsi- 
bilities as  they  reach  adulthood.    As  we  look  ahead,  we  shall 
continue  to  strive  for  those  special  objectives  which  are  as 
important  today  as  they  were  last  year  and  the  year  before,  and 
to  work  toward  newer  objectives  which  scientific  and  tech- 
nological advancement  may  bring  to  the  fore  in  the  coming  school 
year. " 

Miss  Leamy  states  that  together  we  will  strive  to  develop: 

a)  A  teaching  staff  second  to  none,  with  provisions  to 
attract  and  hold  the  best 

b)  Continued  evaluation  and  development  of  curriculum  guides 

c)  Continued  improvement  of  instruction  in  the  f\xndamental 
processes  of  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  and  spelling 

d)  Improvement  of  channels  of  communication  to  clarify 
cvirricul\mi  philosophy,  aims,  content,  and  procedures 

e)  Appraisal  by  indlvidxial  teachers  of  classroom  goals  in  all 
subjects  as  a  means  of  improving  instruction 

f )  Frequent  evaluation  of  pupil  achievement  by  means  of  a 
regular  testing  program  as  well  as  the  research  and 
experimental  city-wide  sampling 

g)  Assistance  in  the  adjustment  of  new  teachers,  including 
substitutes  ,         ^  - 

h)  Continued  in-service  training  courses  for  newly  assigned 
elementary  teachers  ^  ^ 

i)  Encouragement  and  organization  of  new  research  studies 
and  expansion  of  the  in-service  training  program 

j)  Development  of  new  techniques,  practices,  and  teaching 

materials  in  school 
k)  Improvement  of  instruction  in  all  areas  of  special 

education  through  in-service  training  and  classroom

Note  :     As  reported  in  previous  annual  reports,  the  local  birth  rate 
approximated  300  each  year  over  a  period  of  several  years  —  prior 
to  1946.    Every  year,  beginning  in  1946,  the  birth  rate  has  been 
nearer  the  400  mark.    This  additional  bulge  each  year  has  been 
divided  fairly  evenly  between  the  public  schools  and  the  parochial 
schools  —  and  this  bulge  has  now  reached  the  grade  9  level.  It 
will  reach  the  12th  grade  in  1963  —  at  which  time  Gardner  High 
School  will  most  likely  have  its  pesik  enrollment.    Local  birth 
rates  (number  of  children  born  to  Gardner  parents)  during  the  last 
16  years  follow:

Gardner  High  School 

Principal  John  S.  Gearan  reported  that  the  year  i960  was  indeed  a 
banner  one  for  Gardner  High  School.      Highlights  from  his  report 
appear  below. 

1.  Class  of  i960.     In  June  of  I96O  G.H.S.  held  its  first  outdoor 
graduation  --on  the  Albert  H.  Stone  Field.    The  graduating 
class,  nvimbering  240,  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the 
school.    The  number  of  graduates  planning  to  continue  their 
education  also  set  a  new  record:    133  out  of  240.  This 
represents  a  percentage  of  55.4.    Of  this  group  53  (22.1^) 
planned  to  enter  four  year  colleges.    Members  of  the  class 
of  i960  also  received  a  record  nxamber  of  scholarships. 
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2.  Enrollment .    The  school  enrollment  as  of  October  1,1960  follows:

Note:     On  the  above  date  in  1959  the  enrollment  was  904.    For  the 
third  consecutive  year  a  reduction  was  effected  in  the  total  -- 
due  to  a  new  policy  of  not  admitting  any  new  tuition  students  from 
nearby  towns  after  the  school  year  1957-1958.    This  action  was 
taken  in  order  to  provide  for  the  local  increased  school  popula- 
tion which  has  now  reached  grade  9. 


4.  Foreign  students.  During  1960  the  student  body  of  G.H.S.  and  the 
Gardner  Rotary  Club  each  voted  to  sponsor  the  attendance  of  a 
foreign  student  at  Gardner  High,  beginning  with  the  opening  of 
the  school  year  in  September,  I961.    This  action  will  augment  the 
number  (which  is  now  considerable)  of  such  students  who  have 
matriculated  at  G.H.S.  from  various  foreign  countries. 

5.  Guidance .  Provision  has  been  made  in  the  1961  school  budget  to 
engage  a  full-time  male  co\anselor,  to  assist  o\xr  present  Director 
of  Guidance,  Miss  Elizabeth  B.  Saben.  By  creating  this  new 
position  it  will  be  possible  to  offer  much  more  counseling 
service  to  the  students.     Using  funds  secured  under  Title  V  of  the 
National  Defense  Education  Act  it  was  possible  in  i960  to: 

fa)  Provide  the  guidance  department  with  a  part-time  clerk; 
(b)  Hire  the  Clark  University  Testing  Service  to  administer  a 
battery  of  tests  to  all  sophomores  and  juniors;  and  (c)  Purchase 
many  additional  guidance  books. 

6.  Vocations.    During  I960  a  program  was  introduced  in  cooperation 
with  the  Greater  Gardner  Chamber  of  Commerce,  to  provide  students 
with  information  concerning  the  building,  electrical,  retail,  and 
other  trades,  as  well  as  the  various  professions.    The  Chamber 
very  generously  secured  the  necessary  speakers. 

175th  Anniversary.    During  i960  Gardner  celebrated  its  175th 
birthday  as  a  municipality.     One  of  the  outstanding  events 
sponsored  at  this  time  was  the  reunion  of  G.H.S.  graduates.  This 
program,  in  charge  of  Principal  John  S.  Gearan  and  School  Committee- 
woman  Dr.  Marie  M.  Gearan  as  co-chairmen,  was  held  on  the  Albert  H. 
Stone  Field,  Satiirday,  July  2. 


Gardner  Junior  High  School 

Mr.  Leonard  C.  Harlow,  Principal,  submitted  a  very  detailed  and  com- 
prehensive report  which  shows  clearly  that  ovir  Junior  High  School  has 
developed  into  a  well  established  institution.    Several  of  the  most 
interesting  items  are  given  below.

4.  Guidance .    A  strong  recommendation  Is  made  to  add  to  the  staff,  as 
soon  as  possible,  a  much  needed  full-time,  properly  trained, 
guidance  counselor.  At  the  present  time  our  junior  high  school 
students  are  not  receiving  adequate  counseling  service. 

5.  Special  Class.  In  September  a  special  class  for  the  educable  mentally 
retarded  was  added  to  the  jimlor  high  school  program.  Eleven 
students  were  assigned  to  this  class,  which  Is  Instructed  by  a 
specially  trained  teacher,  Mr.  John  H.  Kakltls.     In  addition  to 
their  special  class  work  these  students  participate  with  other 
students  In  the  following  activities:     Industrial  arts,  home- 
making,  music,  physical  education,  group  guidance,  and  hand- 

"    writing.    They  are  assigned  to  regular  homerooms.    We  feel  that 
this  procedure  msLkes  for  their  better  adjustment  In  the  school. 

6.  Sports .     On  May  2,  I960  the  School  Committee  voted  to  adopt  the 
following  sports  program  for  the  jionlor  high  school,  with  the 
understanding  that  the  various  contests  be  restricted  to  grade  7 
and  8  students  and  that  the  new  policy  be  In  effect  for  one  year  -- 
at  the  end  of  which  It  will  be  evaluated: 

a)  That  a  limited  program  of  Interschool  sports  activities 
be  permitted,  above  and  In  addition  to  the  regular 
Intramural  program,  for  those  students  who  are 
exceptionally  talented  in  athletic  activities. 

b)  That  the  above  limited  program  Include: 

(1)  A  culminating  home-and-home  exchange  of  games 
with  another  junior  high  school  --  in  football, 
field  hockey,  and  volleyball. 

(2)  A  limited  schedule  of  fo\ir  home-and-home 
exchanges  in  baseball,  basketball,  and  Softball.

1.  Art.     Last  spring  Miss  J-une  H.  Macurdy,  Supervisor  of  Art  in  grades 
1-y,  conducted  an  art  workshop  for  teachers,  extending  over  several 
weeks.    Teachers  were  given  individual  assistance  in  working  with 
basic  art  media.    Miss  Maciirdy's  talks,  fully  Illustrated  with 
samples  of  the  pupils'  art  work,  were  very  popular  at  the  various 
P.T.A.  meetings. 

2.  Classroom  Collections .  On  January  5^  I96O  the  School  Committee 
voted  to  limit  to  one  day  all  classroom  collections  for  outside 
organizations.

4.  Health.  Early  in  the  year  the  School  Committee  voted  to  allow  the 
Mantoux  TB  Tests  to  be  conducted  in  the  various  schools,  provided 
the  parent  concerned  gave  permission  for  same  in  writing      It  Is 
interesting  to  note  that  95^  of  all  pupils  in  Gardner  (public  and 
private)  were  tested.    Those  few  who  were  found  to  have  a  positive 
reaction  to  this  skin  test  were  given  a  chest  X-Ray.    Each  year 
our  school  physician  (Dr.  Rocco  Raduazo)  and  our  two  nurses 
(Mrs.  Hildur  J.  Porter  and  Miss  Lisbeth  M.  Stanley)  conduct 
physical  examinations  for  the  following:  (a)  Pupils  in  the  pre- 
school clinic;  (b)  Pupils  in  grades  1,  3,  5,  J,  g,  and  11; 

(c)  New  students  admitted  to  our  schools;  and  (d)  All  those  who 
participate  in  athletics. 

5.  Music  (Grades  1-8) .    Mrs.  Dorothy  H.Stearns,  Supervisor  of 
Elementary  Vocal  Music,  resigned  May  2,  i960  because  of  illness. 
On  September  8,  i960  her  duties  were  assumed  by  Mrs. Eileen  G. 
Kelley,  who  also  resigned  as  of  December  15,  i960,  to  attend  to 
responsibilities  at  home.    Mr.  Bradford  R.  DeVos  was  appointed 
to  this  position,  effective  January  3,  I961.  Instrumental 
Instruction  is  given  in  grades  4-8,  inclusive,  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  Warren  E.  Legsdin,  Supervisor  of  Elementary  Instrumental 
Music . 

6.  Music  (High  School) .    The  vocal  and  Instrumental  music  program 
in  Gardner  High  School  is  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  William  M. 
Lloyd,  Jr.,  Director  of  Music.     The  high  school  band  and  chorus  -- 
in  addition  to  their  many  activities  --  exchanged  combined  con- 
certs with  Deering  High  School  of  Portland,  Maine:  in  Portland, 
Friday,  March  l8th,  and  in  Gardner,  Friday,  April  29th.  The 
G.H.S.  band  also  played  at  several  events  held  in  connection 
with  Gardner's  175th  Anniversary. 

7.  National  Defense  Education  Act  of  1958.  Under  Title  III  of  this 
act  we  received  from  federal  funds  a  grant  of  $3,195-21  to  match 
a  like  sum  in  our  local  budget.    The  total  available  --  almost 
$6400  —  was  spent  primarily  on  science  equipment  and  materials 
in  grades  1-8.      Included  were  the  following  items:    Many  science 
fllmstrips,  reference  books,  and  supplies;  one  portable  science 
lab;  one  overhead  projector;  2  opaque  projectors;  4  tape  recorders; 
11  filmstrlp  projectors;  and  17  projection  screens.     Under  Title  V 
(Guidance  and  Counseling)  we  received  an  outright  grant  of 
$1,489.20,  which  we  are  using  to  strengthen  our  guidance  program 
in  the  high  school. 

8.  Practice  Teaching.      During  196O  the  following  four  Fltchburg 
State  College  students  did  their  practice  teaching  in  Gardner: 
Edwin  Hastabacka,  Richard  D.  Horgan,  David  A.  Majerclk,  and 
Charles  R.  LeBlanc .  .  ^  ^ 

9.  Safety.      During  the  year  the  Gardner  Fire  Department  furnished 
our  schools  with  the  new  fire  drill  regulations,  as  set  forth 

In  the  recent  revision  of  Chapter  l48  of  the  General  Laws.  Capt. 
Hill  has  been  assigned  to  supervise  the  fire  drill  procedure 
throughout  our  schools.    A  step  forward  was  taken  in  1960,  also, 
when  fire  detector  systems  were  installed  in  the  following 
schools:  Coleman  Street,  Prospect,  and  School  Street. 
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10.  Salaries .     On  Jxune  6,  I960  the  School  Committee  voted  to  grant 
a  yearly  Increase  of  $150,  effective  August  29,  I960,  to  the 
following  Civil  Service  employees:     all  custodians;  the  two 
nurses;  school  physician;  school  lunchroom  manager;  maintenance 
craftsman;  and  all  clerks.      Requests  for  additional  teacher  and 
Civil  Service  salary  increases  for  1961  were  denied. 

**  Early  in  i960  the  School  Committee  voted  that,  effective 
September  1,  I96O,  all  instructional  personnel  be  placed  on  the 
12  months  salary  payment  plan  (the  15th  and  last  day  of  each 
month,  September  through  August),  with  the  understanding  that  on 
the  June  30th  pay  roll  all  fmds  being  held  back  for  July  and 
August  payments  be  collected  if  the  individual  concerned  wishes. 

11.  Stone  Memorial .     On  May  2,  I960  the  School  Committee  voted  to 
re-activate  the  Albert  H.  Stone  Memorial  Committee,  as  follows: 
Robert  B.  Morgan,  Chairman;  Alfred  J.  Abbott;  Edmund  L.  Nichols; 
Raymond  J.  Robichaud;  and  Mrs.  Helen  Mae  Sauter.  Specifications 
were  prepared,  bids  were  invited    and  on  October  3,  I96O  the 
E.C.  Bouthot  Memorial  Company  of  Gardner  (the  lowest  bidder)  was 
awarded  the  contract  for  furnishing  and  erecting  a  memorial  gate- 
way, using  polished  AA  Barre  granite,  for  Stone  Field.  Most  of 
the  work  has  been  completed.    However,  the  installation  of  the 
bronze  plaque  and  some  minor  cement  work  will  be  finished  in  the 
spring  of  1961.    It  is  planned  to  dedicate  this  memorial  after 
the  winter  is  over  —  possibly  at  the  I961  high  school 
graduation.  The  total  cost  of  this  project  is  $2,790.00.

In  the  routine  course  of  my  inspections,  I  sealed  507  measuring 
and  weighing  devices.     By  devices,  I  refer  to  scales,  bulk  fuel 
and  gasoline  dispensing  meters,  vehicle  tank  meters  (fuel  oil 
trucks),  and  retail  gasoline  meters.    A  number  of  retests  were 
made  during  the  course  of  the  year  for  which  there  is  no  charge. 

Spot  checks  were  made  on  l5ll  pre-packaged  foods  on  display  in 
our  local  stores.     Of  these  1^11  packages,  I  found  901  contained 
the  stated  weight  of  product,  2l6  packages  were  over  the  stated 
weight  and  39h  packages  underweight. 

In  addition  to  the  above  I  inspected  the  credentials  of  every 
itinerant  merchant  that  I  found  operating  within  our  city  limits. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportimity  to  thank  the  Mayor  and  Members  of 
the  City  Council  for  their  cooperation  during  the  year  I960.

As  Commissioner  of  the  Veterans'  Services  Department,  I  hereby 
submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  of  i960. 

It  is  the  procedure  of  this  department  to  assist  all  eligible 
veterans  and  dependents  in  their  problems,  and  to  aid  in  obtaining 
benefits  within  the  laws  governing  State  and  Federal  Laws, 

During  the  year,  approximately  1700  Photostats  were  made.  Abate- 
ments on  Real  Estate  Taxes  were  filed  for  disabled  veterans,  widows 
and  Gold  Star  Mothers,    We  also  filed  Veterans  Administration  Reports. 

Among  other  duties  we  have  rendered  assistance  in  filing  for 
Lost  Discharges,  Allotments,  Education  Benefits,  G,I,  Loans,  Change 
of  Address,  and  Out-Patient  treatment  requests.  Appeals  on  Compensa- 
tions, and  widows'  pensions,  burial  allowances  and  Headstones  and 
Markers , 

We  have  been  instrumental  in  obtaining  Part  #3  Pensions  for  eight 
veterans  who  would  perhaps  have  been  on  Veterans'  Benefits,  thereby 
saving  this  amount  for  the  City. 

The  Departmental  Station  Wagon  was  used  to  make  ^7  trips  during 
the  year  of  i960  to  the  following  hospitals  and  clinics:  8  trips  to 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  1  trip  to  West  Roxbury  VA  hospital, 
6  trips  to  Rutland,  3  to  Worcester,  2  to  Boston  at  State  Street, 
1  to  Chelsea  Soldiers'  Home,  2  bedford,  and  23  trips  to  Jamaica  Plains 
VA  Hospital-  transporting  a  total  of  75  veterans.    15  remained  for 
varying  periods  of  time,  one  veteran  being  hospitalized  for  6  months 
of  the  year  i960,  a  tremendous  saving  to  the  City. 

We  financially  aided  112  recipients  during  the  year.    At  the  end 
of  the  year  we  had  an  active  case  load  of  70  recipients,  among  those 
in  Nursing  Homes,  Rest  Homes,  one  in  a  State  School  and  one  at  Lake- 
ville  Sanatorium, 


Careful  study  is  given  to  each  individual  case  so  that  the  most 
helpful  and  competent  decision  may  be  arrived  at.
